a* Since Subject's life from 1%1'to 1943 -bas been pretty mudi 
of a blank, a theory has been advanced that he is a Soviet agent* 

At best, the above story seems rather flimsy. It seems logical 
to assuioe that if the Subject were a Soviet agent, his legend 
would be nudi ^better than the above* It may, on the other baxid, 
be countered that such a flimsy story is given purposely because, 
bg^ its very flimslness, it could be considered as the truth and 
would therefore exonerate Subject from being an agent. Thin, 
however, gives the Soviet Intelligence service dbedit for tinease 
and sophistication of idiidi thay, in their thoroughness, are 
probably inci^able. 

b. The period from late June 1941 to late fall 1943 ^ pretty 
much of a blank as far as our knowledge of the Subject Is 
concerned* It is reasonable to aasuma one of the following 
situations of being the truth: 

1. Subject felt de^ down that the Germans were a civilised, 

^ cultured nation and that throu^ them £|7eloruaala could gain 

her independence* He, therefore, collaborated with them 
3*:' during the entire period* Another factor whidi may contribute 

to this theory Is that in January 1944 Subject was appointed 
by ASTBOYSEI, President of the BCB (£|;^lorusalan Central Bada) 

' to the post of CoxBaander-dn-Chiaf of the Byelorussian Kational 
Guard* It can bs taken for granted that the Germans did not 
. t, permit the appointment of some individual idiom they did not 

' know very well* It Is even quite probable that tlM Germans 
pointed Subject out to ASTB07SKI for this particular under-

2* It Is quite possible that during this period Subject was 
0: ostensively collaborating with the Germane but was actually 

serving as an agent for the Soviet Intelligence* If this 
were the ease, however, and if he had risen to the height ihieh^ 
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he had reached, it is probable that after the dowi- 
fall of Gemany he eould have returned to the Soviet 
thsion to receive bis due honors* If, on the other 
hand, the Soviets eogpected him to eontinue nltb his 
mlssioa, they eouXd have thoroughly doeuineiited his j

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5* In Jaxuiary X9/»4, Sobjeet was asked by ASIB07SKX to becoae a 
a»ad)er of the fiyeXorosslan Cestral Bada axid to organise a hysXo- 
lussian arvy* l^tb this, Sttbject proceeded in the aoMIizatlcn 
of the EyeXorusska Ereyavava Aborona (Byelorussian National 
Guard) • Subleot cXaioed that there ivere 44 battalions in this 
unit* In Juno of 1944 the Soviets attacked on the eastern front 
and this tioe soiae 10 or 15,000 of the ItTelorusaian National Guard 
xuent seat idxere they sere reformed into th e Bye lorussian Waffen SS 
Division under the eonmand ofOCt* Colona]^ JCTBGrTiTNG* Sobject was 
the nominal comnander of this Division but the liaison nan for 
Colonel ZIBGUNG was^t* Colonfll Boris ' BAHULU)CbAG^ la late 
Karcb, or early April 1945, ZTEGLTNQ was given l^e coamand of a 
German Tooth Division and Stdiject became full Commander of the 
fiyeXorusaian SS Division* At this time Subject made contact with 
General (fnu) IttXXS07 of BOA (VUSOT's azny) and learned that 
UADTSOT was in contact with a Ihdtsd States corps, sinea "every- 
ofloe" realized by this time that Genoany wsis on her last legs* 

Subject and General ICiLtSOT joined forces and fought the German 
SS Division, whi^ was stationed in ISENSTSXNSTADT, going in the 
direction of the Amaricazu In ZNZSSEL* Having aucoesafhlly fbugbt 
through the German lines to the Americana, the Bjelorusalans and 
the Busalans were prongitly interned* After a few months of intern- 
ment, Subject realized that the chances were very good that he would 
be repatriated! therefore, in Juzie of 1945 he ran away from cas^* 

In retrospect he is vexy happy about his ese^e since his friend. 
General UADTSOT, was repatriated and promptly hanged by the Soviets* 

6. The Byelorussian Central Bada, having liquidated itself in 
November 1945, the Std>jeet joined the BNB, with which he has been 
cooperating to the present jJB* Currently, Subject is publishing 
a Bvelorussian newspaper in New fork called /BtED^GS* 
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7. Subject is 57 years old, has sparse grey hair, grey eyss, finely 
chiseled aquiline nose, wears dark bom-rinmed glasses wb«i reading, 
is about y ID" or 11" tall, and appears to be every inch a gentleman 
ftn d a soldier* An interesting sidelight is that the Subject has about 
him an obsequlouaness to governmental authority which seems sonetdiat 
typical of maxsy Baropeanss when the undersigned thanked him for being 
so cooperative in the interview. Subject said: "It is sy dutyl" 
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
